Last week in this space we 
looked at why the school needs 
more space and this week w e 
w ill look at the different plans 
boing studied bv the Board of 
Trustees to solve this need. 
The board has considered 
four different approaches to 
the problem of proving not 
only the space needed but also 
the 
facili tie s needed by the 
school. 


All of the figures us* d in the 
plans arc estimates and would 
be subject 
to urchitechural 
plans and bids. 


The plans are listed as one, 
two, three and four tor « i>\ 
reference but the order has 
no hearing on how the plans 
are rated by the board or by 
the school of!idyls. 


Plan One 
The first plan would call 
for an addition on to the ele­ 
mentary and junior high build­ 
ings and new addition south 
of the high school band hall. 
This would provide at least 
12 classrooms, study hail and 
library. 


T h e 
additions on 
to 
the 
elementary 
campuses 
would 


be eight rooms and would be 
used by the first eight grades. 
The 
addition 
at

school would contain a library 
study 
hall 
and 
four class­ 
rooms. 


'I’hc total cosl of the re­

Be­ 
cause the

the financing 
would have to he held to no 
more than 15 years. 


The estimate on this plan 
includes bringing all of the 
buildings up in good shape.

Under plan two a building
